NEW YORK (AP) — Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian said in a tclcvisioQ 
interview Sunday he did noth- 
ing wrong when be assisted in 
the sulddc of a woman who bad 
chronic fatigue syndrome. 
Doctors said she was not tenni- 
nally ill. 

Asked on “Dateline NBC” if 
he erred in the Aug. 15 death of 
Judith Curren, Kevorkian said: 
“No, no. If rd made a mistake, 
rd admit it." 

While Kevorkian said the 42- 
year-old registered nurse from 
Pembroke, Mass., had chronic 
fatigue syndrome and a severe 
immune deficiency syndrome, 
the medical examiner found 
she suffered from no fatal ill- 
ness. 

“She was incapacitated,” 
Kevorkian said in the interview. 
“She was in a wheelchair. She’d 
lie in bed. She was in pain. _ I 
mean she tvas ilL"

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Cruise ship sets sail for Titanic site 


- BOSTON (AP) — It may be one 
of the oddest cruises even some 
sun, some sea and a view of the 
raising of the Titanic 

Pos^gers boarded the Royal 
Majesty cruise ship Sunday to 
sail to the site where the Titanic 
^nk 84 years ago to watch 
research vessels try and raise 
part of the ill>fatcd ^p’s hull to 
the surface. 

• iWhUe it may seem ironic for a 
cruise ship to travel to the site of 
the most notorious cruise ship 
disaster, the passengers say it's 
the experience of a lifetime. 

' “At my age, this may be the 
last time I get to do onydiing this 
exdting," said 84<year-old Anne 
Carlisle, of Chestnut Hill, Fa.; 
who was born a few months 
before the Titanic struck an ice* 
berg on April 14, 1912. 

With just over 1,000 passen* 
gers, the Royal Majesty is one of 
two luxury .liners that plan to 
come alongside research vessels 
Wednesday os they anempt to lift 
oh ll'ton piece of the ship to the 
surface. The cruise ship SS Island 
Breere left New Vork harbor with 
about 800 passengers on Friday. 

; :Passehgcrs paid anywhere 
from $1,800 to $5,900 ea^ some 
of which will help fund the cxpe> 
didon. 

' Tt’s sort of like going to an 
archaeological site,” said Mary 
Jones, 70, of Plano, Texas, who 
boarded the Royal Majesty with 
her husband. 

George T^iUoch, a former BMW 
dealer, and his company, RjlS. 
Titanic Inc., have legal rights to 
the wreck. The company has 
retrieved about 4,000 artifacts 
since 1987. 

He hopes to bring the hull sec- 
tion back to New York on Sept 1 
and display the artifacts around 
the world.

Cruise ship passenger Howard 
Young, 76, of Key West, Fla., has 
heard the criticisms about the 
trip, but he di^grees. 

“iWs is a very important expe- 
dition because there ore artifacts 
down there that people have a 
right to look at," he said before 
the ship set sail 

Several passengers said the 
trip will help people understand 
the magnitude of the disaster 
when the supposedly imslnkable 
ship struck an iceberg on its 
maiden voyage from England to 
New York. 

More than 1,500 people died 
when the 682-foot Titanic sank in 
less than two hours about 400 
miles south of Newfoundland. 

Three survivors of the Titanic 
will be tvatching the excavation 
from the cruise ship docks. Edith 
Haisman, 99 and the oldest living 
survivor, and 88-ycar-old Michel 
Navratil, are traveling on the 
bland Breeze. Eleanor Shuman, 
an 86-ycar-old survivor, and Anne 
LighloUcr, the great granddaugh- 
ter of the Titanic’s only surviving 
senior officer, Charles Herbert 
Lightollcr, ore on the Royal 
Majesty. 

During the voyage, historians 
will lecture about the famous 
shipwrecks, and Titanic-related 
movies, including “A Night to ' 
Remember,** will be shown daily. 
Sclcacd di^cs from the Titanic’s 
menu will be served. A memorial 
service for the Utanic victims is 
also planned. 

But this is, after all, a cruise 
ship and passengers will still get 
the chance to play shufflcboi!^, 
sip drinks by the pool and cavort 
at the casinos. Gambling will be 
suspended whUe the ship is at the 
scene of the wreck. 


TWA wreckage recovery effort nearly complete 


EAST MORICHES, N.Y. (AP) — 
The arduous task of recovering 
TWA Flight 800’s wreckage from 
the ocean floor neared completion 
Sunday in two areas most likely to 
yield proof of what clowned the jet- 
liner. 

However, that milestone does 
hot mean investigators will quickly 
identify the cause of the July 17 
disaster that killed 230 people 
because analysis of the tom and 


damaged pieces can take weeks. 

The FBI on Friday confirmed 
reports that residue of an explosive 
had been found on wreckage that 
fell in the ocean 10 miles off the 
south shore of Long Island. 

That was the first concrete evi- 
dence pointing toward a bomb or a 
missile, rather.than mechanical 
failure, os the cause of the blast 
FBI Assistant Director James 
Kallstrom said he needed more 


pieces of tiic wreckage before he 
could determine for sure what 
brought tiic flight dmvn. 

More wreckage was retrieved 
from the ocean Sunday by divers 
working in calm seas, said Navy Lt 
Cmdr. Gordon Hume. He.did not 
yet know wliat was pulled up. 

More than 160 divers working 
for five weeks along with Navy^. 
vage vessels liad recovered abm 
60 percent of (he jumbo jet from 


depths of up to 120 feet 

Rear Adm. Edward Kristensen, 
commander of the Navy operation, 
had predicted divers could com- 
plete woric Monday or Tuesday in 
two of the three mairr fields of 
debris lying on the bottom.

Dry weather raises Northwest fire threat 

Temperatures rose into the 90s Sunday in the Northwest as crm« 
battled fires that had already choired thousands of acres of brush 
and forest “Everything’s tindcr-dry oUt here,” said ^eila \Vhitdaw, 
spokeswoman for the Colville In^on Reservation in north-ccmral 
Washington. .. .. 

Two fires had covered about 3,000 aaes on the reservatiom Some 
ISO people were briefly evacuated from their homes late Saturday. 

A fast-moving 15,00(Vacre that destroyed 19 homes near the cen- 
tral Oregon dty of Bend had moved away from heavily settled areas 
on Sunday. However, firefighters worried that a shift in wind might 
drive the flames back. 

Steep terrain and erratic fire behavior hampered efforts to fight a 
group of blazes in northern (^fomia that had charred almost 
30,000 acres of Yosemitc National Poric and tho Stanislaus National 
Forest, officials said. 

The fires were only 21 percent contained and an evacuation warn- 
ing remained in effect for several small Sierra Nevada communities, 
including Plum Flat and Jawbone. 

About 100 miles north of Son Frondsco, oews were close to com- 
pleting containment lines around a nearly 83,000-aac fire in the 
Mendocino National Forest 

Elsewhere, a 29,000-acrc wildfire continued in a remote wilder- 
ness area of the Nez Pcrcc and Bincraoot national forests in Idoiio. 

Smaller fires burned in southern California, Montana, Utah, 
Nevada and Wyoming, federal officials said. 

Hurricane Edouard heads for Caribbean 

MlAhfl — Hurricane Edouard churned in the mid-Atiantic with 
145 mph sustained irinc) Sunday, and forccastmsaid tire}’ expected 
the powerful storm to miss a chain of Caribbean islands. 

Still, the National Hurricane Center warned residents of the 
Leeward Islands, which tuc in die eastern Caribbean near Puerto 
Rico, to be ready in case Edouard takes a more svcsicrly paiii. The 
storm was moving west-northwest at 15 mph, and could tlircatcn die 
islands by Tuesday or Wednesday. 

“It’s almost os strong as a hurricane gets," said Miles Lawrence, 
forecaster vnth the center in Miami. “We are urging residents of the 
LecsMini Islands to be prepared just in case.” 

Residents of the twin-island nation of St. Kitts and Ncris began 
stocking up Sanutlay at supermarkets and boarding up \^indo^^’S. 

"We don’t think this one’s going to hit,” said Don Grant of the St. 
Kitts control tower, ^vhich is in charge of monitoring unpical stumw 
and issuing uamings. “But we’re keeping a dose eye on it.” 

If Hurricane Edouard, the fifth storm of die Adamic season, stays 
on its current course, it could be in die vicinity of the Bahamas later 
diis week. “Tliat ^vould be die next land area to Iw tlireaiened,” 
LawTcnce said. “But anything beyond 72 hours is hard to predict, 
Uiere's too much ambiguity.” 

By late Sunday afternoon, Hurricane Edouard wus about 77S miles 
cast of die Lesser Antilles.

PEORIA, m. (AP) — TTie mak- 
ers of “guilt-free” goodies are 
getting another fake fat to cook 
with, and its developer says this 
one won’t give you any unpleas- 
ant side effects. 

Z-trim is made of fiber from 
the hulls of oats, corn or soy- 
beans. It’s intended for use by 
food manufacturers in trimming 
fat and calories from products 
such as cheese, chocolate and 
pancakes. 

The U.S. Agriculture Depart- 
ment researcher who' developed • 
Zitrim proihises it will not pro- 
duce any side effects such as the 
ci^ps and diarrhea sometimes 
caused by olestra, the first zero- 
calorie fat substitute. 

'“This has been processed in 
such a way os to be very comfort- 
able to the body," said George

Democrats divided 
on party’s principles

CHICAGO — “No political 
party is of any use. to the people 
nor is any poUddan if he does not 
stand for definite principles," 
Jolyi F. Kennedy said as he cam- 
paigned for the presidency in- 
1960. “And the prindples I stand 
for are the same principles ... 
whi^ Franklin Roosevelt stood 
for in 1932 and which Pruident 
Tnunan campaigned on in 1948." 

But as the leaders of the 
Democratic Party gather here in 
'Chicago to renominate Bill 
Clinton, they no longer define 
their principles by what their 
past icons believed. It is far hard- • 
cr to tell what their party stands 
for than when JFK was urging 
Americans on to a New Frontier - 
a point underlined last week 
by Clinton’s signing into law a 
welfare overhaul that fundamen- 
tally alters a cornerstone of the 
Democratic Party's creed. 

This ambiguity is on issue that 
most party leaders arc trying 
hard not to face this week out of 
fear of marring the harmony 
deemed essential to victory this 
fall. Even so, fissures in the 
facade of unity are already 
emerging, threatening a post- 
election outbreak of hostilities. 
And the outcome of that battle 
not only could ultimately define 
the Democrats, but go a long way 
to determining how the United 
States is governed. 

“The Democrats are much 
more deeply divided than they 
appear on the surface,” said 
Walter Dean Burnham, a 
• University of Texas professor and 
authority of political parties. 
“Somehow, they arc oU going to 
hold their noses and support 
Clinton because they fear the 
alternative so much — and for 
very good reason.” 

But, Burnham adds, “Hiat’s not 
a really good basis” for holding the 
. , party together over the longrun. 

The fault lines that set the 
major factions apart arc impossi- 
ble to disguise. At one pole are 
the so-called “New Democrats.” 
Represented by the Democratic 
Leadership Council, they spear- 
headed the party’s departure 
from its liberal mooring and are ' 
mightily pleased with their hand- 
iwork, so far. 

“There is an ideological trans- 
formation taking place in this 
party,” asserts A1 From; the 
Leadership Coundl’s president. 
“We changed from the party that 
, supported big government pro- 
grams for everything to the party 
that declared the era of big gov- 
ernment is over. Npw we stand 
for growth and opportunity." 

But that is also what the 
Republicans claim to stand for, say 
the liberals on the other side of the

It’s showtime for Dems in Chicago 

Sights, sounds will combine with political sentiment 


Democratic debate. New Demooaes 
“don't stand for anything except 
being saner than Republicans," 
says economic analyst Ruy Teixeira. 
The party’s message, he says, boils 
down to: "Even if we can’t solve 
your problems today, we won’t 
make them worse.” 

The dissonance is loud and 
clear. From says the -party has 
chuged from one that “worried 
more about police brutality than 
Bghting crime” to one that, under 
Clinton, pushed to get 100,000 
' more cops on dty streets. 

On the other side of the fence 
stands Andy Stern, president of 
the 1.2 million member Service 
Employes International Union, a 
major voice in a labor movement 
that long supplied the Demo- 
'crau’ heart, soul and muscle. 
Stem deplores Clinton’s foUurc 
to do more to boost living stan- 
dards for middle-class and ivork- 
ing<Ias$ Americans. 

No issue dramacucs the divi- 
sions among Democrats in their 
year of supposed unity as well as 
Clinton’s decision to sign the wel- 
fare reform bill. Liberals com- 
plained about (he new law's deep 
cuts in food stamps and aid to 
legal immigrants; half the 
Democrats in the House, and 
more than a score of Democrats 
in the Senate voted against it — 
including the two top party lead- 
ers in both houses. 

There are deep rooted reasons 
for the party’s disagreements, 
analysts say, trends tiiat go back 
to (he 1960s when the Vietnam 
War and the civil rights move- 
ment left Democrats bitterly 
divided and robbed them of the 
dominance in presidential poli- 
tics they had enjoyed since the 
Great Depression. 

For the next 20 years or so, the 
party’s center of power shift^ to 
Capitol Hill, where Democrats 
held the upper hand most of the 
time, and its lawmakers contin- 
ued to operate as they bad since 
the New Deal. 

“The Democrats in Congress 
still stand for what the 
Democratic Party has always 
stood far,” said Truman biogra- 
pher Alonzo Hamby. “They are 
the party of government and 
social welfare. They have con- 
^cuendes heavily dependent on 
that kind of activity and a lot of 
them have an intellectual and 
emotional commitment to the old 
Democratic tradition.” 

But when it came to the pres- 
dcncy, voters turned toward 
Republicans who emphasized an 
anti-govemment, conservative 
ideology. Summing up this public 
outlook, Hamby said: “There are 
now a majority of people in this 
country who will snicker if you 
say, Tm from the government 
and Pm here to help you.’ "

The managers of this year’s 
conventions complain of restrict- 
ed TV time; the Democrats of 
1968 suffered for too much of it 

At the smrt of that last Chicago 
convention, the commander of 
National Guard troops posted 
against the demonstrators said 
he hoped for a really boring . 
week. 

Instead he got riotous conflict 
Nadonal Guai^ troops and police 
dubbed and teor-gassed war pro- 
testers when they tried to march 
from the streets and parks of 
downtown Chicago to the conven- 
tion hall itself. ' 

There were skirmishes and 
-police nightstick beatings near 
and finally in the hallways of the 
convention hotel headquarters. 
The lobby, reeked of tear gas. The 
fumes spread through the air 
conditioning system into the hall- 
ways and rooms above. 

Now the boredom of pre- 
dictability has settled over the 
business of the national conven- 
tions that have become little 
more than campaign cheering 
sections for nominees chosen 
long before. 

There'are many reminders of 
the political distance between 
Chicago, 1968 and Chicago, 1996. 

Then, singer Sonny Bono, 28, 
appeared b^ore the Democrats’ 
platform committee to urge cre- 
ation of a national commission on 
youth, to bridge the gap t»rween 
young Americans and a govern- 
ment many of them ignored or 
mistrusted. Now, Bono is ninhing 
for a second term in Congress 
from Palm Springs, Calif., as a 
Republican. 

Then, a candidate could be 
nominated, as Humphrey was, 
without winning a primary elec- 
tion, if he had support of party 
leaders, the last of the bosses. 
Within four years, Democratic 
reformers had written the rules 
that now make the primaries 
paramount . 

Instant response tactics ore the 
rule now: In San Diego, 
Democratic and White House 
offlcials were at the Republicans' 
convention hall', even on the 
floor, pressing their campaign 
case daily. GOP leaders be in * 
Chicago for daily retorts to the 
Democrats. 

For that 1968 Republican mis- 
sion to Chicago,' rebuttals were 
superfluous. The strife besetting 
the Democrats told it all.

Chicago readies for convention 

Windy city spruces up for 1st national gathering since ’68

CHICAGO — Pastor Carl 
Guyton stood outside his West 
Side church and quicldy surveyed 
thehcighbbrhood. 

"Oh, look it here,” he said, his 
hand sweeping down Adams 
Street “We got all these little 
signs ... the trees, everything." 

His West Side Community 
Church sits in the shadow of the 
United Center, where Democrats 
will begin their national conven- 
tion Monday. And Mayor Richard 
M. Dolcy has spared no expense 
to spruce up the neighborhood — 
new streets, signs, li^is, fences, 
flowers, planters, plants and 
trees, thousands of them. 

“My only gripe is I don’t think 
that it should be just for a special 
occasion,” the pastor said. 

A pari^oncr interrupted. 

“TeU President Clinton,” she 
said, "that if he wants West Side 
Community to vote for him, he 
should give us a m'ce donation. 
“Thank you.” 

Politics, politics. Everywhere in 
this dty, there is politics. The pas- 
tor lauded out loud at his parish- 
ioner’s quip. But this city has 
always teemed with politics. 

"It’s our spectator sport,” 
explained Bill Daley, the mayoris 
brother and co-chairman of the 
dty’shost comniittee,-Chicago *96. 

“Some think it’s a contact 
sport," he went on.- “It’s tough. 
We take our polidcs very serious- 
ly, very seriously." 

This quadrennial Democratic 
gathering will be the 25th nation- 
al political convention in 
Chicago. The second-place city, 
Baltimore, has been home to 10. 

Chicago played host to its first 
convention in 1860, when the 
Republicans chose Abraham 
Uncoln. The city’s last one was 
for the Democrats in 1968, and 
tne anti-war protests thoc came 
with it scarred the city's psyche. 
Now, Mayor Daley, whose father 
was mayor then, is eager for new, 
more pleasant memories. 

He says his dty is on the move, 
and he wonts to showcase it. 

HiS' father, Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, used to preach: "Good gov- 
ernment is good politics. And 
good politics is good govern- 
ment." . . 

“The politics of this convention 
will help the city,” Dill Daldy' 
said.:"And it will help Rich 
Daley's politics and Bill 
Qlnion’s politics.” 

Rich Daley’s Chicago is still q. 
Democratic dty, but it’s no longer 
the party bastion it ivas under his 
father, whose clout is credited 
with putting John F. Kennedy in 
the House in 1960. 

Chicago voters ore increasingly

independent, even Republican. 
Where his father ruled for nearly 
22 years with a tight grip on the 
Dcmocracic machine and the 
city’s thousands of patronage 
jobs, his son has had to build and 
nurture new coalitions. Federal 
court decisions have thinned the 
patronage ranks. All the hiring 
and firirig now must be done by 
the book. 

“Daley is supported by many of 
the party reformers that tried to 
beat his father,” said Paul Green, 
a professor of public policy at 
Governors State University in 
suburban University Park. 

The mayor’s support also runs 
deep throughout the dty. 

"If Chicago' was the board 
game 'Risk,”’ Green sold, “Dolcy 
ivould be all over the map.” 

Chicago is a big, diverse dty of 
2.8 million, the nation's third- 
largest behind New York and Los 
Angeles. Its power politics has 
long miwd dout and money. 

Throiighourthc city are pro- 
jects that Democrat Dan 
Rostenkowski helped finance os 
chairman .of the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means 
Committee. He is now serving 
time in a federal prison for moil 
fraud for misusing taxpayer 
money. 

He ivas just the latest in a long 
line of Chicago politidons caught 


with their hands out, though he 
was certainly one of the most 
powerful. His friends call him 
Danny, and his picture hangs on 
the wails of more than one of this 
dty’s steakhouses and law Arms. 

Chicago is still a city that 
works, too. Like other big does, it 
struggles with bad schools, crime, 
' public housing and other ills. But 
the garbage is picked up, the 
streets swept and the alleys well- 
Ughted. 

People are also staying in the' 
dty, even moving back in. Along 
the streets running west from the 
down.town Loop to the 2-ycar-old 
United Center, where the Bulls 
end Blackhawks play, old ware- 
houses have become expensive 
housing lofts, and abandoned 
storefronts are now trendy 
restaurants, shops and galleries. 

At the nearby Henry. Horner 
Homes, one of the city’s most 
troubled public housing develop- 
ments, some high-rises are being 
rehabilitated. Others arc being 
leveled and replaced with new 
town houses. 

“Chicago is America’s most 
real dty, ^cricans' most vibrant 
city,” U.S. Housing Secretary 
Henry Cisneros boosted at a cere- 
mony last week for thq nc.w 
Westhaven town houses. 

'‘□ties cannot stand still. A fo^ 
mula for standing still is a formu- 


la for falling behind,” he said. 
“Cities have only two choices: 
They can cither go forward or 
they caii fall backis-ard.” 

For the 35,000 or so who will 
attend this Democratic National 
Convention and for the millions 
more tuning in on television, 
Daley ivill be but front, pushing 
his dty forward. 

Last week, he was out in the 
neighborhoods with Cisneros and 
others to talk about the issues, 
housing one day, policing anoth- 
er, then schools. 

At the Henry Homer Homes, 
he was gnmtcd.by a man dressed 
os a tree, with a sign on its trunk. 
“If I dress like a tree,” the sign 
asked, "will you core about me?” 


Hackers already trying to break 
into Democrats’ computers

Rarely does so tempting a tar- 
get as the Democratic National 
Convention arise for the world’s 
strange subset of computer 
everts known as hackers. 

There already are signs that 
sohie unauthorized users have 
made minor attempts to access 
sensitive parts of the 
Democratic establishment’s 
computers in United Center, 
said Brian Wolfe, a computer 
security consultant for conven- 
tion organizers. 

“We expect to be challenged 
quite a bit by people who for 
whatever reason want to use 
their computer smarts to mess 
up the Democrats,” Wolfe said. 

His company, Open Business 
Systems, of Addison, 111., is In 
charge of building a security 
'procedure called a firewall for 
the convention. 

Fireivalls amount to equipment 
-and software designed to keep 
outsiders from getting into a com- 
puter network, even as people on ‘ 
that network can reach out onto, 
the Internet for things like Web 
browsing, e-mail exchange and 
even game playing 

The first probing of the con- 
vention firewall oy potential 
attackers, which were not con- 
sidered serious threats, came 
days after hackers made a 
shambles out of the U.S. Justice 
Department’s World Wide Web' 
site. 

A week ago, computer van- 
dals defaced the home page for 
the Justice Department, which .• 
includes the FBI, the federal 
Bureau of Prisons and the Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

Uncounted hundreds and 
potentially thousands of visitors 
who pointed their computers to 
the department's offidiu address' 
at http://mvw.usdo j.g ov found. . 


the agency seal-replaced by 
sivastikas and the logo altered to 
read “Department of Injustice.” 
Pictures of the attorney general 
and other officials were replaced 
by nude photos and by a picture 
of George Washington with the 
caption, “Move my grave to a 
free country! ..." 

Whenever a computer is 
placed on the Internet and thus 
within reach of anybody logged 
on to the vast global network of 
computer networks, it becomes 
vulnerable to this sort of van- 
dalism. 

There ivas no firewall to pro- 
tect the Justice Department 
site, but a substantial firewall is 
V going up at United Center, say 
convention officials. 

The Chicago convention, said 
firewall expert Wolfe, will mark 
the first time that a major 
party's nominating convention 
will be conducted over the 
Internet as well as within a 
meeting hall. 

So, presumably, hackers arc 
eyeing with particular glee the 
200-odd desktop personal com- 
puters scattered about the arena 
with a dual mission of hooking 
into the Internet and also con- 
ducting the business of nominat- 
ing 3 presidential candidate. 

Debra DcLcc, chief executive 
of the Democratic National 
Convention, told reporters dur- 


ing a medio tour lost week that 
54 of .these machines arc set up 
to provide each state and terri- 
torial delegation with both 
access to a World Wide Web 
browser and the ability to log on 
to an internal convention net- 
ivork and cast votes for various 
issues and candidates. 

“Obviously that would sound 
like a very tempting target (to 
hackers),” said Wolfe. 

Deborah Triant, chief execu> . 
live of Check. Point Software 
Technologies in Redwood City, 
Calif., whose company supplied 
some of the software being used 
by Wolfe’s company at the con- 
vention, added, “Few people

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Inmate sues state, accuses guard of molestation

BOISE (AP) — State officials 
allowed prison guard Roy 
Redifer to sexually molest i^e 
inmates, a prisoner claims in a 
federal lawsuit. 

Inmate Mark Tapp said the 
state Department of Cor-rec- 
rion’s lax employment policies 
pnA> it passible for Redifu to 
work os a teacher at a prison - 
high school despite his history 
of misconduct around young 
. . 

Named as defendants are 
Redifer, Correction Director 
James Spalding and five other 
prison officials. 

‘ It does not name the 
Correction Department itself 
because the U.S. Constitution 
ex em pts state agencies. 

In the suit, Tapp, 26, for the 
first time claims Redifer, SI, 
was dismissed from his prison 
■ teaching job “after he was 


found to be involved in sexual 
activities with inmates.” 

Previously, Correction offi- 
cials said Redifer lost his job 
.because of funding cuts, and 
Ipter became a prison guard. 

The suit also claims Redifer 
tried to persuode Tapp to 
engage in sex “by promising to 
assist him in obtaining a 
parole.” 

The inmate also says the 
guard sexually molested him 12 
years before they met in 1994 at 
the South Idaho Correctional 
Institution. ^ 

He said the first incident 
occurred when Tapp was a 12- 
year-old student at Central 
Elementary School in Nampa, 
where Redifer was a teacher. 

Redifer was reprimanded by 
the state Department of 
Education in 1985 after he 
admitted acting inappropriately 


around male Central 
Elementary School students. 

Later that year, the Canyon 
County proseaitor chided him 
with lewd and lascivious con- 
duct with a 12-year-old school 
boy. The charges eventually 
were dropped because the 
statute of limitations had 
expired. 

Department spokesman Mark 
Cornopis said the agency was 
aware of the suit, but would not 
comment. 

Redifer has been on a leave of 
absence for medical reasons 
since June 

The suit asks the court to 
order the agency to remove 
Tapp from solitary confinement, 
where he was placed two 
months ago after his allegations 
were detailed in The Idaho 
Statesman.

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Washington fire lookout likes 
standing on top of the world 


Biid Panco is a rriember of a disappearing breed 


GOP proposals to transfer 
forests to states draw fire 


HIGH ROCK LOOKOUT, 
Wash. (AP) — Bud Panco likes ' 
the ni^ts best. That’s when "the 
stars come out like diamonds," he 
days. And in the morning, the 
lanky, 67-yearroId Panco is awak-- 
oied by the sun peeking over the 
horizon. 

His lookout shack perched atop 
a granite boulder, a mile high ' 
and with a sheer drop on three 
sides, provides a magnificent 
vista for miles around. 

Panco, who has spent most of 
his life in and around the Giffort 
Pinchot National-Forest in the 
shadows of Motmt Rainier, is one 
of a disappearing breed. He is a' 
fire lookout for the U.S. Forest 
Service. 

From July to the end of 
Septemb^, he spends most days 
and nights in the spartan, 14*f6ot 
cabin known as High Rock 
Lookout. Once there were 62 
lookouts in the region, but now 
only three. And High Rock 
always was among the most spec* 
tacuiar. 

“When you come up here you 
really go back in time,” Panco 
tells a visitor, who has trekked 
1.6 miles through the pine and 
spruce along a narrow path and 
fii^y up a duster of boulders to 
reach’the lookout 
He explains. that each piece of 
the gable-roofed lookout — with 
its row of windows covering foim 
— was brought up the trail 
by pack mules in 1929. It took 31 
days to assemble with a steel pil- 
lar drilled into the rock and four 
guide wires securing it in place. 

On three sides there is a sheer 
l,000-foot drop and to the north, 
snow-covered Mount Rainier, at 
14,410 feet 

Mount Sc. Helens and its vol- 
canic crater can be seen 40 miles 
to the south. When it erupted in 
1980, sending volcanic ash oveiy* 
. where, the explosive shock bat- 
ter^ the lookout Luckily it still 
was shuttered for winter and par- 
tially covered by snow, and 


There once were thousands of 
fire lookouts, many built by the 
Civilian Conservation Corps in 
the 1930s. 

But today most have been 
replaced by .satellite technology

Americans need Ross Perot in this 
: presidential roce. He’ll harp on issues 
the major par^ candidates hesitate to 
talk about, like entitlement reform 
and campaign finance reform. 

No question about it, Perot is an 
oddball who will be taken far less seri- 
ously in 1996 than he was in 1992. 
(And ii^ a shame he’s tried to make 
his Reform Party a personality cull. If 
. Riroi wuld pull back, allowing follow- 
! CIS to tnke his bc^ ideas and choose a 
more credible candidate like Dick 
Lamm the Reform Party could flour- 
ish.) iiut, quirits aside, Perot’s candida- 
cy is better than the alternative a cam- 
paign that brushes aside issues that 
ought to be the center of debate. 

Like Medicare. Last year, predic- 
tions were that Medicare would be 
bankrupt by 2001 Now, it’s 2001, less 
than five years away. Yet when Repub- 
licans proposed reducing the grow^ 
rate in Medicare over the next six 
years to save S270 billion. Democrats 
deihagogucd the issue to death, claim- 
• ing the GOP wanted to destroy Medi- 
■ care. And when Democrats propo^d a. 
more realistic savings of S124 billion 
' over six years. Republicans, wanting 
all the a^t for reform, said it ivasn*! 
enough. The final proposals differed 
by only two-tenths of 1 percent, but 
the two parties couldn’t come to agree- 
ment even ihea 

Perot, to his credit, has said reform 
will have to include sharp cuts in what 
govenunent would pay for certain ser- 
vices combined with modest increases 
to what recipients pay. Wealthier re- 
cipients, for instance, could pay for 
more of Part B Medicare, which covers 
doctor’s bills. 

Another big issue is Sodal Security. 


Talk to most middle-aged and young 
people today, and many aren't count- 
ing on Social Security to be around 
when they retire. Right now, the fund 
is expected to be solvent until about 
2030. Should it be means-iesied? 
Should government invest Social Secu- 
rity funds in retirement accounts that 
yield more interest than government 
bonds? Should taxpayers have a 
choice to invest part of their invest- 
ment themselves? All important ques- 
tions, but too hot to touch in an elec- 
tionyear. . , , 

In 1992, Ross Perot hounded Bill 
Clinton and George Bush on the 
deficit long enough to prod them to 
take it seriously. The deficit has de- 
creased during each of the last three 
years, but it is projected to start in- 
creasing again due to cost-oMiving ad- 
justments in Medicare and Sodal Se- 
curity. 

So far, it’s been only Ross PCrot who 
has taken the issue of campaign fi- 
nance reform seriously. Big issues like 
Medicare and Social Security reform 
never get resolved primarily due to 
the tremendous power and financial 
influence of political lobbies like the 
health care and insurance industries 
and the American Association of Re- 
tired Persons. 

Finally, Perot might do a better job 
nagging Bob Dole to tell us what he 
plans to cut to p^ for his $550 billion 
tax cut without ballooning the defidl. 
Dole h^ identified about $122 billion in 
cuts so far, thou^ Congress, even a Re- 
publican one, might not go for eliminat- 
ing public television, for example. We’re 
still waiting to hear what else he’d do. 
Eliminate the departments of Energy 
and Commerce? Whatever he does, it 
will have to be significant to pay for a 
tax cut that size. Go get him, Ross.

There has been much discus- 
sion on this page concerning the 
nuclear waste agreement and 
the future of nuclear waste stor- 
age in Idaho. Lots of folks have 
written to air theirviews about 
the subject, and the dialogue 
: has been interesting and en- 
lightening. To state the obvious, 
it appears the majority are op- 
posed to the deal the governor 
struck. 

When the issue of construe- 
: tion of an hydroelectric project 
at Auger F^s came up the ar- 
guments were loud and long 
against the projeri, and it is 
again apparent most people arc 
opposed (0 construction to the 
dam for a variety of reasons. 

I suspect a great number of 
the same people that arc op- 
posed to the nuclear waste deal 
are also opposed to the hydro- 
electric project at Auger Falls. 

I would just like to toss somc- 
thing out here, in hope of start- 
ing another dialogue. It is safe 
. to say everyone finds nuclear 
waste unacceptable. We don’t 
want it here. Nevada doesn’t . 
tvant it there. No one wants it. It 
is, however, on unavoidable b^- 
i product of nuclear power and it 
. has got to go somewhere. Do not 
• respond that you don’t care ' 
where it goes just os long as it 
doesn’t go here. That is not a vi- 
able argument. 

It is safe to say from the vocal

it’s clean, renewable, doesn’t 
create a nasty pile of garbage 
that has a halMife of hundreds 
of years, and it’s efficient.

CALCUTTA, India — Mother 
Teresa rentained in serious condi- 
tion on a respirator Sunday as 
Christian and Hindu priests, 
Buddhist monks and Muslim cler- 
ics alike prayed for the world’s 
tampion of the poor. 

The ailing nun’s personal physi- 
cian, Dr. AX Bardhan, told The 
Associated Press her fever had 
come down, but her heartbeat 
was still irregular. 

Mother Teresa was admitted to 
the Woodlands Nursing Home on 
Tuesday with a KXWegree fever 
brought on by malaria. 

.Doctors say the fever aggravat- 
ed existing heart troubles and 
caused her heart to fail three 
times since Thursday. 

The Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
was put bn a respirator, but 
developed a lung infection from 
prolonged use. 

“The infection is still in her 
lungs,” Bardhan said. “She’s not 
out of danger.” 

Mother Teresa, whose 86th 
birthday is on Tue^ay, has been 
under round-the-clock medical 
supervision by a team of six doc- 
tors who are concerned that her 
lung infection could develop into 
pneumonia. 

Looking tiny, pale and weak m 
her large bed in the intensive 
care unit, Mother Teresa mus- 
tered the strength Sunday to 
bless a group of six nuns visiting 
from her Mi^ionaries of Charity 
order. 

At a tiny monastery in the 
north end of Calcutta, the dry 
Mother Teresa adopted as her 
home 67 years ago, hundreds of 
Buddhists, Christians, Hindus 
and Muslims held a silent prayer 
ceremony for her. , 

“Wc pray so that our Mother 
could be among us again," .a joint 
statement from the religious lead- 
ers said. , , ,

With automobile traffic 
halted, he speeds down the high- 
way in an armored limousine 
' flown in by m^tary plane. 

^ There is always a telephone at 
the ready, set up by the White 
House Communications Agency, 
which is charged with providing an 
independent phone sj^em for the 
president when he goes to another 
dty or a foreign country. 

Not only are Secret Service 
agents visible everywhere when 
the president is around, but many 
others are busy behind the scenes, 
checking out possible security 
t^ats. 

No one will say for sure how many 
people are involved in the care and 
protection of the president when he 
goes on the road. It depends on hw 
long the trip Is, but if several does 
are involved, the number could easi- 
'ly run inro the huiidreds, administra- 
tion officials said. 

The White House says it tries to 
keep travel and support costs to a 
minimum, but it is not cheap when 
a president travels. Former White 
House press sccretaiy Marlin 
Fitzwater said the size of the 
entourage is “massive" and no 
longer needed now that the Cold 
War has ended. 

“It’s a terrible waste," Fitzwater 
said. “It’saft^ud.” 

But the president’s job as com- 
mander in ^cf, the need to pro- 
tect the United States against 
attack and to respond fluieWy to 
crises, demands a sizaole infra- 
structure, said an administrddon 
offidal. “He has to respond quick- 
ly to events that can occur any- 
where, anytime." _

TWIN FALLS — Had your tonsils 
out? 

U you’re a Baby Boomer, the likeli- 
hood is great, but not so for the off- 
spring of that generatiotL 
Back in the 1950$, tonsillectomies 
were being done on a fairly routine 
>ia<i« for a variety of reasons that don't 
make much sense to doctors today. 

Nowadays, a tonsillectomy is coorid- 
ered primarily when there arc recurring 
infections of the tonsils, according to Dr. 

Lany Maxw^ a Twin Falls otolaryn- 
gologist. That means six episodes or 
more a year, especially if r^t in loss 
to time school or work. 

Dr. JJ. Trotter, a Twin Falls pediatri- 
cian, won’t refer a patient for a tonsil- 
lectomy unless he has six to eight docu- 
ment^ infections in a year. That means 
the patient has to go to a* doctor and get 
. better each time 

The exception is if Trotter secs a 
patient with an abscessed tonsil, but 
that doesn’t happen very often. In fact, 
Trotter refers only about one case for 
surgery every other year. 

•' One reason is the improvement in- • 
antibiotics and the overall health of the 
population, says Dr. Julian Nicholson, a 
Twin Falls otolaryngologist. Few people 
have their tonsils removed for reoirring 
infections, he said. 

But he said he doesn’t think the.six- 
infcctions-a -year rule should be written 
in stone. 

“You might have a preschool kid 
with, say, five a year — not the mape 
number of six," Nicholson said. “Or ' 
even six a year — if that’s not interfer- 
ing with his lifestyle or scholastic devel- - 
opment, then the parents might elect 
not to have it done at that time.” 

One relatively common reason for 
elective ton^ectomy,- Maxwell said, is 
chronic — or cryptic — tonsillitis, which 
means a continuous smoldering sore 
throat with recurring tonsillitis. 

“If it’s been going on for somewhere 
between three and four months, then a 
ton^ectomy makes sense, rather than 
waiting until a whole year has passed to 
meet tiie criteria for recurrent tonsilli- 
tis,” Maxw^ said. “Do there’s a little 
difference between chronic and recur- 
rent tonrillitis, but they’re very similar.” 
Doctors sometimes recommend tonsil- 
lectomies when a patient has cervical 
lymph glands that are swollen. Maxwell 
saii Another reason to take tonsils or 
adenoids out is enlargement, he said. 

Adenoids are small bits of tissue 
located in the nose above the throat. 
When they’re enlarged, they obstruct 
back of the nose so that the person 
.can’t breathe, and he snores, Maxwell 
said. 

Sometimes younger children with 
swollen adenoids have chronic runny 
noses, often mistaken for allergies. And 
an obstructed nose mokes it difficult to 
swallow or eac. 

“A great example would be to put a 
clothespin on your nose or crimp your 
nose with your fingers at the dinner 
.table, and see how well do eating 
your dinner,” Maxwell said. "It'd be on 
interesting experience to compare that 
to a child who has an obstructed nose 
with hypertrophied adenoids." 

Ni^olson said obstructive tonsils and 
adenoids can prevent a child from 
breathing properly at night In fact, ton-

TWIN FALLS — In the brave new 
world of managed care, chances are that 
your health insurance plan will have as 
much to say about whether you have a 
tonsillectomy as your doctor does. 

“Let’s say HMO X* decides that in 
order to have a tonsilleaomy you must 
have hod eight episodes of beta 
hemolytic streptococcal mnsillids treat- 
ed per year for two years," said Dr. 
Larry Moxwdl, a Twin Falls otolaryn- 
gologist. “That’s a pretty stringent crite- 
ria. which means that almost nobody 
will hove a tonsUlcctomy ^ne — and 
they base that upon uncertain science.” 

Maswell said there’s disagreement 


about what are good reasons for to^- 
lectomies and adenoidectomies, which 
range in total cost from less than $1,000 
to about $2,000 on an outpatient baas. 
Depending upon your insurance compa- 
ny, you may nor may not be covered. 

Dr. Julian Nicholson, another Twin 
Falls otolaryngologist, said the 
Otolaryngology Academy has recently 
complained that there’s a move i^oot to 
limit the number of tonsillectoniies and 
adenoidectomies by insurance compa- 
nies and third- party payers. 

“And they may be doing a disservice, 
because we do feel like that is a large 
cause of recurrent ear problems, he 

*^Nicholson drcd a couple of examples 


from his own practice. 

One child from out ot state sat m his 
examining room with his mouth open, 
obviously having trouble breathing. 
When Nicholson asked the parents why 
Aey let the problem go this long, they 
said their IfMO wouldn’t pay for the 
operation. 

Another youngster was having trou- 
ble deeping ot night because of his ton- 
sils, and so Nicholson recommended 
that they come out. But the insurance 
company wouldn’t approve it, so he 
spoke with the family’s doctor and 
explained that tiie child breailies loud- 
ly, causing his mother to go in and

-TWIN FALLS — When your 
child complains of a sore throat, 
do you rush him in to the doctor’s 
office to sec whether he might 
hiive a strep infection? 

Or should you, perhaps, hold 
off and sec what devdops? 

Twin Falls pediatrician Dr. J 
Trotter said there’s usually no 
hurry. It’s OK to wait 34*36 hours 
to see whether the child’s throat 
is going to get better. 

A streptococcus infection is the 
major concern. Symptoms 
include sore throat, tender lymph 
nodes, and a headache that’s in 
the front .part of the head. 
There’s no cough, but there is 
sometime nausea or abdominal 


throat culture to determine the 
cause. 

“But if it’s real stispidous from 
the way it looks, you may decide ’ 
not to do a throat culture,” he 
said. “But sometimes' you’ll be 
fooled, sonie viral infections will 
look like strep in the early 
stages." 

Dr. Julian Nicholson, a Twin 
Falls otolaryngologist, said with 
tonsillitis the throat will be puss- 
colored and very red and the ton- 
sils swollen.' 

A parent may not be the best 
judge of this, Trotter said. 

“A lot of parents don’t have 
any baseline, and so theyTl 
look in the throat and just

sils and adenoids arc the No. 1 
causes of snoring, obstructive 
breathing and sleep, apnea 
among children. 

“And it’s really imert^g the 
response you get,” Nicholson 
said. "You'll have mothers wTio 
come in and say, *Boy, after you 
took his tonsils and adenoids out, 
the first night I went in and 
checked on the kid a couple of 
. times to make sure he was alive, 
because I was used to hearing 
the room vibinttc he was breath- 
ing so loud.’" 

Nicholsofv said orthodontists 
arc more aware now that 
obstructive tonsils and adenoids 
can cause other problems 
through mouth-breathing and 
tongue* thrusting, and so they 
refer more of these patients for 
surgery than they used to. 

Kids from S to 13 who are 
mouth-breathers are particularly 
prone to have a maldcvclopment 
of the bite.' 

Seven-year-old Emily Jackson 
of Wendell began having tonsil 
and adenoid problems when she 
was two months old. At one 
point, the baby’s doctor told her 
mother, Teri, that Emily’s ado* 
noids were so large that they 
blocked off her nasal passages. 

• “So she couldn’t smell, and 
therefore she didn’t have a great 
desire to eat, aiid she also didn’t 
take a bottle very often,” 
Jackson sold. “She usually only 
took a .pacifier because she 
couldn’t breathe and swallow at 
the same time.” 

Emily’s adenoids were 
removed when she was 10 
months old. Ten months later,' 
she had a tonsillectomy. Teri

Jackson said she noticed a big 
difference in how 'much better 
Emily ate after the operation. 

Ten’s three other daughters 
required surgery by the time 
they were two, after having had 
frequent tonsillitis and ear infec- 
tions since they were about six 
months old. 

In young children there are 
direct links between recurrent • 
infections of the tonsils and ade- 
noids and car-infection troubles, 
Maxwell said. Removing the ton- 
sils and adenoids might help the 
problem, but doesn’t necesknly 
solve it 

“It’s always the ear problem 
being caused or contributed to 
by innciu and adenoid problems; 
not the other way around," 
Maxwell said. “Ear problems 
never cause tottstl and adenoid 
problems." 

Adenoids shrink during adoles- 
cence and young adulthood, and 
problems tend to disappear as 
time goes by, Maxwell said. But

Surgery carries risks, 
Nicholson said, but the chan c e s 
of bleeding are low and most 
likely to happen in the first few 
hours of surgery.

Melatonin Is one miracle that 
still awaits proof. 

In recent years, this hormone has 
been touted in the media as a “nat- 
u^” cure for insomnia and jet lag.

venter of cancer, even a rival to 
Ponce de Leon’s fountain for its 
alleged ond-aging properties. 

But scientists gathered in 
Washington earlier this month 
rained on the parade of claims.

Melatonin, which is secret^ by 
the brain's pineal gland at night, is 
widely accepted 1^ scientists os a 
chemical that induces sleep. But

More women arc dying from 
pregnancy-related diseases than - 
previously thought, according to 
a new federal study that used 
improved data-coUcetton tech- 
niques to'Cxamine maternal 
deaths. 

With the new techniques, 
researchers at the U;S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta examined 
records for the years 1987-90 and 
found that the pregnancy-related 
mortality ratio increased from 7.2 
per 100,000 live births in 1987 to 
10 per 100,000 live births in 1990. 

Though the risks of pregnancy 
arc still small compared with 
other causes of death for women, 
child birth is not a risk-free 
-cvcnc 

“Pregnancy is more dangerous 
than the reported national statis- 
tics" woidd suggest, said Jeffrey 
King, vice chairman of the 
department of obstetrics and 
gynecology at Wright State 
University School of Medicine in 
Dayton, Ohio. 

“The general population 
believes that medicine can cure 


all,” King added. But “there is 
indeed a finite risk associated 
with even the simple process of 
^ving birth. It’s not said to scare 
people, but more to make them 
cognizant of the reality.” 

“We s^ do not have complete 
... identification” of all maternal 
deaths brought oh by pregnancy, 
said CDC med- 
ical epidemiol- 
ogist Cynthia 
J. Berg, a lead 
investigator of 
the study. The 
true “numbers 
could be hi^- 
er,” possibly 
twice as many, 
she added. 

• The study’s 
findings. 

reported in the August issue of 
the journal Obstetrics Sc 
Gynecology, showed that the 
increase in prcgnancy-rcIatcd 
deaths affected won\cn of all 
oges and races and followed a 
period when the risk seemed to 
be declining ' 

“The reported pregnancy-relat- 
ed monality ratios for the United 
States dedmed from 10.7 in 1979 


to 7.1 in 1986, then increased 
each year from 1987 through 
1990,” the study said. The 
increase appears to be due to the 
better data-coUcction techniques, 
Berg said. One of those tech- 
*' niques wasTxpanding the post- 
birth time frame for counting 
pregnancy-related deaths. 

Leading 
causes of ma- 
ternal deaths 
were hemor- 
rhage, embo- 
lism and preg- 
nancy-induced 
high blood 
pressure. Oth- 
er causes in- 
cluded infec- 
tion and car- 
diomyopathy, 
a disease of the heart muscle that 
appears during pregnancy or 
after childbirth but whose exact 
cause is unclear. 

King said he was not surprised 
by the findings because he and 
others in the field had long sus- 
pected that official statistics did 
not rcflca reality.

about 10 years, and everyone 
who knows (the situation) rec- 
ognizes that the numbers 
reported are just the tip of the 
iceberg with regard to (preg- 
nancy-induced) mortality,” said 
King, who is also chairman of a 
special committee on maternal 
mortality for thA American 
College of Obstetrics, and 
Gynecology. 

The study also found that the 
risk of pregnancy-related deaths 
among blacks, which has long 
been higher than that among 
whites, had grown. 

“One of the most striking 
findings of this analysis is the 
four-fold excess risk in pregnan- 
cy-related death among black 
women,” the federal team 
wrote. 

In 1987, black women were 
three times more likely to experi- 
ence pregnancy-related deaths 
than white women; by 1990, that 
risk had increased to 4.1 times 
that of whiles. 

As a result, the researchers 
recommended that efforts to 
reduce maternal deaths include 
black women “as a high-risk 
group.”

“The procedure used to remake the 
men’s field was inappropriate and 
unfair and brought questions abou^ 
motive,” said Mark Miles, chief exew- 
tive officer of the ATP. 

“It is a matter of principle,” said 
Todd Martin, president of the ATP Tour 
Players Council. “It goes to objectivity 
and professionalism. To subjectively, 
change the rankings tarnished the 
image and reputation of this tourna-

The outrage developed when the 
Open seeds were not annoimccd until 
after the draw, a reversal of usual poli- 
cy, creating the perception that it was 
designed to favor American players.
